§.1. ROM the blood all the different 
juices of the body are fecreted, 
which for that purpofe, and left it fhould co 
agulate and corrupt by ftagnation, is in per- 
petual motion throughout every part of the 
body. With this progreflive motion and 
the manner in which it was performed the 
ancients were unacquainted ; the honour 
of the difcovery was referved for our coun- 
tryman, the great, the immortal Dr. Harv-y, 
who about the year 1619, firft made pu lic 
and explained this important doétrinc © f.cin 
his demonftrations it was plain that ay an cil 
body was an hydraulic machine, ali wie 
offices are entirely dependant upon the cir- 
4 culation, 
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culation of the blood, which cannot for any 
time (even a few minutes only) be fupprefied 
without its neceflary and confequent deftruc 
tion. 


§. 2. The blood in. its progreffive motion 
is conveyed from the heart by the arteries, 
toall, even the minuteft parts of the body ; 
from thence being brought back again by 
the veins, and collected in the finus venofus, 
it is protruded into the right or fuperior au- 
ricle and ventricle; from the right ventricle 
of the heart it is forced into the pulmonary 
artery, and after circulating through, and 
being acted upon. by the lungs in. its 
paflaze through them, is returned by the 
pulmonary vein into the left or inferior au- 
ricle and ventricle; frem the‘left ventricle. 
it is expelled into the aarta, by whofe con- 
verging branches it is tranfported into all. 
parts of the body, andat length being tran{~ 
mitted from the extremities of the fmall are 
teries into the nafcent or incipient veins, 
thro’ them paffes into their larger branches,. © 
till it arrives at their termination, the heart,. 
from whence it is as before difcharg<d into, 
the arterial fyftem, again in a. perpetual. 
round, to traverfe the body. 


§. 3, It has been difputed amongft authors,, 
to what caufes the. alternate contractions, 
and relaxations of the heart could be owing, 
and by what powers the blood with an in- 

ceflant 
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_ceffant motion is circulated through the 
body: their hypothefes have been very: 
different and vague, not to fay fome of them 
very abfurd, till the learned and ingenious 
Dr. Whytt of Edinburgh, fome few years 
fince favoured the world with a fatisfactory 
theory on that head, founded upon expe= 
riment and fupported by reafon, which fully 
anfwers to, amd explains all’ the phenomena 
of the heart’s motion upon. principles as 
fimple as they are agreeable te the known 
laws of the animal ceconomy * 


The doctor, after premifing fome facts 
concerning the actions of the mufcles, and 
their pronenefs to contraction, from a fti- 
mulus, or any thing which will irritate, 
being applied to them, accounts for the con- 
traction or fyftole of the heart, from the 
fiimulus applied to, and the diftenfion -of 
this hollow mufcle, by the venous blood 
returnig into the cave-from the different 
parts of the body ; and this he proves to be 
extremely well fitted to a& in this manner 
upon the heart, from its compofition, heat, 
inteftine motion, the qualities it may pro- 
bably receive from the air, and the force 
with which it rufhes into its cavities.

* Whytt’s Effay on the vital'and involuntary 
motions. 
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From the irritation then communicated 
to the ventricles of the heart, and the dif- 
tention of it’s cavities by the blood, each of 
which may under particular circumftances 
promote and influence its contraction, we 
may eafily account for the conftant and reite- 
rated motions of this organ; and this of all 
the theories that have been hitherto offered, 
will beft explain the feveral phanomena of 
the heart’s action, and indeed appears in all 
refpects fatisfactory and conclufive. ** Whilft 
‘ fome authors (fays the Doétor) have af- 
“© cribed the contraction of the heart folely 
*¢ to the blood, confidered as a ftimulating 
‘¢ fluid, which irritates the internal furface 
“< of its ventricles; others have been un- 
*¢ willing to allow that the blood acts in any 
~- € other fenfe as a ftimulus upon the heart, 
‘* than as by its weight and impulfive force 
“6 it ftretches and diftraéts the fibres com- 
** pofing its ventricles; but the increafed 
** motion of the blood from the contagion 
** of the fmall pox, meafles, and the like, and 
<< after eating and drinking any thing acrid, 
“¢ as well as the power which acrid and fti- 
“¢ mulating things have in renewing the 
<< heart’s motion after it is feparated _ from 
** the body, are circumftances which fhew 
“© that the contraction of the heart is not _ 
Bely owing to its fibres being diftraéted 
<< by the movement of the blood, but partly 
*€ to -the irritation écmivinticated to its in- 
“¢ ternal furface Px the particles of this fluid. 
* Op 
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¢¢ On the other hand, -the increafe of the 
*¢ heart’s motion from exercife, or from any 
~ €€ caufe whence the blood is returned. in 
*¢ oreater quantity and with more ‘force to 
*¢ the heart, its diminution by blood-letting, 
*¢ the phenomena of the motion of the fto- 
“¢ mach, and of the expulfion of the urine 
<“ and faces ; ; all thefe: particulars prove, 
“¢ that even the diftention of hollow mufcles 
‘¢ has a remarkable influence towards excit- 
*¢ ing them into action,” 


‘Tt will appear then, that the blood return- 
ing by the cave and pulmonary veins, and 
rufhing into the cavities of the heart, will in 
fuch manner ftimulate and affect its fenfible 
nerves and fibres, as to bring it immediately | 
into contraction : if the blood fhould by any 
means have been rendered acrid, as from in~ 
fectious miafmata, an impeded excretion of 
the acrimonious perfpirable particles, an ab- 
forb’d purulent matter, or the ‘like, by its 
increafed ftimulus it will excite the heart. to 
quicker -vibrations, and febrile fymptoms 
muft come on. Or again, by heat or ex- 
ercife of the body, which rarify the blood, 
and caufe it to be determined ‘more copioufly 
to the heart; the cavities being diftended, 
its contractions will be more frequently re- 
peated, and the contained fluids expelled. 
with more force, and circulated with an 
increafed velocity through the body, 


A 6 §.4. The 
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a Se a fyftole, or contraction of the 
heart, is immediately followed by its relax-. 
ation or diaftole ; for the ventricles by their 
-adtion having expelle ed the blood which they 
contained into..the aorta and’ pulmonary ar-= 
teries, their component fibres will necefiarily 
lofe that tenfion and firmnefs which the mo- 
ment before they were poffefled of. At this. 
time the contraction of the arteries begins ;, 
for the blood being expelled from the heart. 
with a force which confiderably exceeds the 
refiftance they can yield, will dilate them, 
diftract their fibres, and perhaps flightly. 
ftimulate their internal fuperficies: this their 
dilatation, and the change from a lefs to that 
of a greater capacity thereby occafioned is 
called the pulfe, the diaftole of which is an 
expanfion of the artery beyond its natural 
circumference. 


The arteries thus diftended and irritated 
by the ftimulus of the forcibly impelled 
blood, from an inherent contractile power, 
which is natural and common to them, as 
confifting of circular elaftic fibres, are im- 
mediately again conftringed, and return to 
their former diameters, by expreffing a quan- 
tity of blood into the venous fyftem propor- 
tionable to that with which they had been 
dilated beyond their ordinary capacity ; and 
the arteries by this means being difingaged 
from the wave of blood emitted from the 
ventricles, the diftention and ftimulus there~ 


by 
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by occafioned will ceafe, till they are again 
overftretched \by the blood protruded into. 
them at each fyftole of the heart, in confe- 
quence of which they are again excited to. 
contract themfelves. And this alternate: 
motiorm and contraction muft continue whilft 
life and the circulation of the blood endure. 


From the above it will appear, that from 
the pulfe we fhall be able with a good deal of 
certainty to form a proper judgment as to the: 
true ftate of the circulatiny powers: a full, 
ftrong pulfe will denote that the blood 
abounds in the body, and that it is expelled 
in large quantities at each contraction of 
the heart, into the arterial fyftem: as on: 
the contrary, a “weak languid pulfe wilh 
evince that the blood does not exceed in 
quantity, nor is it circulated with too great an 
impetuofity through the body. A quick 
and ftrong pulfe will argue that there is a 
difpofition toa plethora, at the fame time a 
ftimulus, to excite to more repeated contrac- 
tions the circulating powers ; as.a.quick and 
weak pulfe will prove that there is rather a 
deficiency im the quantity and confiftence of 
the fluids ; but.at the fame time a ftimulating 
acrimony, or a difpofition to irritability _ in 
the folids themfelves,, beyond the neceflary 
bounds, 


§. 5. The actions of the heart and blood- 
vefiels will varioufly affect the circulating 
fluids, 
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fluids, gs they are performed with a greater 
or leffer degree of ftrength and clafticity. It 
is to thefe that we are indebted for the con- 
verfion of chyle into milk, and at length 
into blood ; and this will vary in its denfity 
and principles, according to the ftrength or 
weaknefs of the fyftem of the folids, and as 
the circulation is performed with more or lefs 
vigour. The ftrong elaftic veflels a& for- 
cibly upon their contained fluids, whence a 
greater friction and attrition of the blood and 
veffels againft each other, an increafed heat 
and diffipation of the more watery particles, 
the crafiamentum is wrought up to a higher 
degree of denfity, and abounds in full pro- 
portion to the ferous parts. 


The blood and juices of people in fuch a 
conftitution become for this reafon more 
denfe, compact, and vifcid, which will be 
manifefted by examining. the blood of aro- 
buft man who ufes much exercife, which 
always will appear of this kind. 


Even in difeafes in which the vital ations 
are too much encreafed, as in ardent fevers 
and inflammatory difeafes, the mafs of blood 
is foon rendered denfe and tenacious, and co- 
vered with a phlogiftic lentor. ~ 


On the contrary, where the veffels are too 
- weak, and the circulation languid, the fluids 
of the body cannot be fufficiently acted upon, ° 

or 


s- Pad 
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or worked up to adue degree of denfity and a 
proper confiftence, whence the blood has the 
appearance of a diffolved watery fluid, not 
fufficiently prepared for the ftrength and 
nourifhment of the body, or the purpofes 
of the animal ceconomy, nor circulated with 
a force fufficient to preferve and maintain 
the vital heat. And hence arifes a pituitous 
lentor in the ferum, which under thefe cire 
cumftances is not fufficiently. attenuated, or 
its particles divided; whence concretions 
in the veflels, Cochin leucophlegmatiz, 
and innumerable other complaints. In dif- 
eafes likewife in which the vital actions are 
deprefled, the pulfe is fmall and weak, the 
heat of the body leflened, and the texture 
of the blood diflolved, with a ves besyent 
quantity of ferum. 


§. 6. To the circulation of the blood 
rightly and zquably performed, we are in- 
debted for life, health, and at laft a gradual 
decay or old age. But if by any means the 
blood in its rotatory motion fhould be impeded 
or difturbed, it will become the fruitful 
caufe and mother of difeafes and death. So 
long as the blood and humours are circulated 
through the ducts and canals of the body, an 
animal will live; but no fooner does the cir- 
culation ceafe and become extinguifhed, than 


' death fucceeds to life. If the circulation thro’ 


every part fhould be performed freely, equa- 
bly, moderately and agreeably, fo long we re- 
- main 
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main found and healthy ; but in every difeafe 
we find the circulation too much encreafed, 
decreafed, immoderate or unegual; and. 
morbific caufes are in a great meafure pro- 
ductive of difeafes, by difturbing and im- 
peding the ceconomy of the vital motions, 
and perverting the fecretions and. excretions. 


§.7. Thus far it hath been thought ne-. 
cefiary to premife, that the fucceeding doc-~- 
trines of the effects and ules of blood-letting 


may more readily be comprehended and:un-- 
derftoad..

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§. 8. HE circulating powers accord- 

_ ing to particular circumftances: 
will be varioufly affected by an evacuation of 
blood, as fometimes in a plethora, where the- 
veflels are too much diftended, a moderate. 
blood-letting will tend greatly to promote the 
free and eafy motion of the fluids. On the 
contrary,.we know of no remedy that will 
fo fpeedily weaken the powers of nature and 
impetus of the circulation, and produce fo 
immediate and univerfal a weaknefs. We 
fhall be at no Jofs.to explain from the pre- 
ceding obfervations in what ‘manner thefe 
effects can be produced, at the fame time. 
~ may eftablifh the doGtrine and ufes of blood- 
Ietting upon plain, eafy, and indifputable. 
principles, | 


§.. g.. The 
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§.9. The ventricles of the heart, it has 
been obferved ( §. 3.) are dilated and ex- 
cited into contraction by the returning ve- 
nous blood; and by the ceconomy of the 
circulation, the quantity expelled into the 
arteries at each fyftole or contraction will 
bear an exact and conftant proportion to that 
which enters into, and dilates the cavities in 
its diaftole: and this will be greater or lefs, 
according as the blood more or lefs abounds 


in the body. 


In proportion then as the circulating fluids 
are diminifhed or evacuated, the quantity 
to be received by the heart in its diaftole muit 
be leflened; in confequence of which, the 
quantity to be diftributed by the arteries 
to the different parts of the body muft’ like- 
wife be diminifhed, and every artery will 
become lefs full and diftended according to 
its fize and capacity. Hence we find, that 
after a copious phlebotomy, the pulfe be- 
comes fofter and eafter, and the heat, ten- 
fion, and compreffion of ‘the feveral parts ‘of 
the body equally remit in proportion to the 
evacuation which may have been made : 
hence likewife, as the refiftance to the con- 
traction of the arteries is in part taken off, 
and the moles movenda lefflened, the remain- 
ing blood will] be more readily fubfervient 
to the impulfive force of the arteries, which 
now will contract themfelves more eafily and 
_ readily, and haften the circulation of their 
con- 
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contained fluids. And this will be exempli- 
fied in difeafes from a plethora, where the 
arterial tubes are often fo much diftended as 
greatly to be impaired in their tone and 
elaftic force; fo that they become unable 
rightly to perform their contractions, or cir- 
culate the blood through the body ; but no 
fooner is the diftending caufe removed by a 
copious phlebotomy, than the veflels recover 
their elafticity ; and by their free and eafy 
contractions, pufh forwards the circulating 
humours, by which the progreffive motion 
of the blood, and the feveral functions of the 
body, before oppreffed and fuffocated, are 
now again reftored, 


§. oe Though Set tect | in a plethora, 
and under particular circumftances, may 
‘contribute fo greatly to reftore the motion 
and action .of the veflels, when diftended 
beyond their tone of contraction; yet on 
the contrary, it is of all others the moft 
{peedy remedy to weaken and deftroy the 
action and elafticity of the veffels, and to 
produce an immediate and univerfal weak- 
nefs ; for as the influx of the blood into the 
cavities of the heart appears to be the caufe 
which excites it to action ( §. 3.) it mutt 
follow, that when thé vital fluid ts exhaufted, 
the quantity to be returned to the heart will 
be leflened : whence the ftrength of its muf- 
_ cular contraction will be impaired; the re- 
action of the arteries, now not fufficiently. 

diftended, 
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diftended, will be abated; the circulating 
powers wil] flag, and may be reduced to 
any deeree at pleafure. 


§. 11. As bleeding weakens sha deftroys 
the action of the veilels and organical parts, 
upon the fame account it leffens the heat of 
the body and the motion and impetus of the 
blood throughout the whole vafcular fyf{tem : 
for as the friction and attrition of the fluids 
againit the folids are a chief caufe of heat 
in the living animal, which is cenftantly 
augmented as the motion of the humours 
through the veflels is increafed, and again 
will gradually decreafe as the motion and: 
impetus are leflened ; it is evident, that by 
evacuating and taking away the caufe which 
would excite the heart to action, the force 
and ftrength of its mufcular contraction may 
to any decree whatever be diminifhed ; nay;, 
we can at ‘pleafure by blood-letting alone re- 
duce fo far the motion and impetus of the hu- 
mours, and give fo great a check to life and 
the circulation, when too impetuous or be- 
yond meafure excited in acute difeafes, -as 
to induce a general languor, and by prow 
tracting the evacuation, can bring on a de- 
liquium animi, or even death itfelf, by which 
both heat and motion will moit effectually be: 
flopped and ceafe. 


Galen has related a cate of a young marr 


who was fo immediately relieved in an acute 
fever. 
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fever by acapious phlebotomy, that a perfon 
prefent exclaimed, ‘* O homo jugulafti fe- 
<< brim *.” By experiment it has likewife 
been demonftrated, that by thefe means the 
circulating powers may to any degree be 
weakened. The ingenious Dr. Hales, by © 
adapting glafs tubes to the veflels of living 
animals, could remark the height the blood, 
as propeli’d by the force of the heart and ar- 
teries, would afcend to in the tube: he ob- 
ferved, that in proportion as he evacuated 
the blood from the body, the actions of the 
arteries became gradually weaker, and the 
_afcent in the tube more and more leffened, 
till at leng-h the powers of life unable with 
a due degree of force to propel and pufh for- 
wards the fluids, the animal of confequence 
expired +. It will appear then that by 
- blood-letting, the action of the heart and 
arteries, the motion and impetus of the 
blood, and with them the heat of the body, 
may to any degree at pleafure be diminifhed. 


§.12. Let us next examine the effects of 
blood-letting upon the fluids; and thefe it 
will appear will be principally to attenuate 
and thin them, and this it may effet in a 
twofold manner: as 1ft, from the change 

fupere

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fuperinduced upon thefolids ; and adly, from 
a diminution of the craflamentum, the thickeft 
and moft elaborate part of the animal fluids. 
As the condition of the fluids in a great mea- 
fure depends upon that of the folids, whether 
their actions are more or lefs excited ( §. 5.) 
it follows, that where the circulating powers 
are weakened, the blood muft foon be ren- 
dered thinner, as it cannot be worked up 
to that degree of denfity confequent to a 
ftrong and vigorous circulation. Again, by 
an evacuation of the cruor or craflamentum, 
the thickeft and moft confummate part of 
our humours, many of the effects pro- 
duced by blood-letting are to be accounted 


\ for, which we fhould be at a lofs to explain 


from the depletion of the veflels only; fince 
- from the aliments they may foon be again 
filled, and’ would be diftended as much as 
before. But where the cruor fuperabounds 
in the body, the blood will become too thick, 
its fibrous parts will bear too great a pro- 
portion to its ferous, and it is with difficulty 
it can be circulated through the {maller vef- 
fels; whence obftructions, ftaynations, com- 
preffions, an impediment to the exit of the - 
blood from the arterial into the venal fyftem, 
ruptures of the veficls, fuffocation and death. 
But if we diminifh the quantity of the mafs 
of blood, aconfiderable portion of the thicker 
parts will be evacuated, the remainder will 
be rendered more thin and ferous, and readily 
circulated through the fmaller veflels ; nor 

can 
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can the lofs of the cruor be immediately re- 
paired from the aliments, as there will be 
required the repeated actions of the veflels 
in innumerable circulations through the 


body. 


§. 13, From what has been above obferved, 
it will appear obvious what effects are ne- 
ceflarily confequent to an evacuation of blood, 
and thefe can only be the following: in a 
plethora a moderate blood-letting muft tend 
to deplete and free the veflels and organical 
parts when over diftended witha thick, denfe 
blood, by which means it promotes and en- 
creafes the circulation of the fluids, the eafy, 
free contraction of the arteries, and the elaf- | 
ticity of the veflels at the fame time conduces 
to the attrition, attenuation and motion of 
the blood; hence reftores the natural and. 
ready exercife of the functions of the body, 
depraved by a fuperabundant quantity of 
humours diftending the veffels and clogging 
the circulation, and by thofe means relieves 
in many and various difeafes, and produces 
great changes in the animal ceconomy, | 


Again, the fame remedy will prove of all 
others the moft fpeedy and efficacious to 
weaken the action and elafticity of the heart 
and arteries, and to lower the impetus of the 
circulation : hence in acute imflammatory 
difeafes, where the blood is too rapidly 
and impetuoufly propelled, ‘will afford an 

3 immediate 
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immediate and fpeedy relief; but if pro» 
fufely, injudicioufly or unfeafonably ufed, 
- where there is neither a real plethora oren- 
creafed impetus of the circulation, by low- 
ering the vis vite, will retard the cure of 
many difeafes, at the fame time greatly re- 
laxes the folids and leffens the heat of the 
body, retards the circulation, diminifhes the 
ftrength, diffolves and thins the fluids, and 
produ es. leucophlegmatias, dropfies, and 
jonumerable other evils ; whence the bod 
becomes weak, infirm, and cachectic, 


§. 14. Can blocd-letting be of any fervice in 
thofe diforders which merry owe their 
origin to a fault, citber in the _folid aor fluid 
parts, as confidered abfilutely én themfelves. ? 
It fhould feem not: we cannot by its ufe 
add firength to weakened or relaxed folids, 
or foften the fibres when they become too 
rigid; neither in difeafes from-a vicious con- 
-ftitution of the humours, willthe redundant or 
contaminated particles alone be expelled, fuch 
asa proportion only of the morbid matter can 
be evacuated, as the quantity of blood drawn 
away bears to the whole mats of humours : fo 
that we can neither expect that the vitiated par-- 
ticles of our fluids alone can be removed, or 
that the folids when primarily difeafed will be 
reftored by this evacuation: but from a view 
of its effects we may conclude, that blood- 
letting is principally to be recommended in 
thofe cafes where the ie aaa between 

the

the folids and fluids is deftroyed by too great 
a quantity, or too-denfe a confiftence of the 
blood impeding the due and regular action 
of the vefiels; or elfe where the actions of 
the folids being too much increafed, and the 
circulating powers beyond proper bounds: 
excited, pervert and deftroy the feveral func- 
tions of the body. 


§.15. Have we any certain criterion to judge 
when it may be proper to recommend the ufe of 
this evacuation? The pulfe will be our beft 
and fureft guide; if we attend to that, we 
may readily judge of the true ftate of the 
circulating powers. In every difeafe where 
the pulfe is full, ftrong, or tenfe, we may. 
be fure that blood-letting will be indicated, 
as it proves that there is either a real plethora 
or too encreafed an impetus of the circula- 
tion. In fome cafes we fhould be cautious 
that we are not deceived by an imprefled pulfe 
from anover-diftention of the arteries, which, 
as itis a true fign of a plethora, will be re- 
lieved, and the pulfe will immediately rife 
from the evacuation. Again, in old people, 
where the circulation is not too much in- 
creafed, the pulfe will frequently be hard 
and tenfe, from a rigidity of the coats of the 
arteries, not to be removed by blood-letting. 
For the moft part however we fhall not eafily 
err if we attend to the pul.e, which, if either 
full or tenfe, will indicate that the lancet 
may be advantageoufly recommended, But 

a if 
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df the pulfe fhould be neither full, ftrong, 
or opprefled, it will plainly prove that the 
_weflels are by no means over-diftended, or 
the circulating powers beyond meafure ex- 
cited: why then ihould we evacuate where 
the fluids do not too much abound ? or-why 
fhould we fink the pulfe and leffen the aCtion 
of the heart and arteries, when they were 
not before too much increafed. : 


§.16. Are we to attribute any particular 
effetts to the revulfive or derivative blood-lettings 
fo much pra&ifed and recommended by the an- 
cients? The ancients were greatly miftaken, 
and differed much from the mederns in their 
theories of the bleod ; nor are we to wonder 
that their doétrines fhould be erroneous, and 
built upon a wrong foundation, as wanting our 
later difcoveries to afcertain and-rectify their 
phyfiological conjectures. Being ignorant of 
the functions and offices of fome of the prin= 
cipal vifcera, of the circulation of the blood, 
and action and ufesof the heart and arteries, 
we fhall not be furprifed to find them guilty 
of many abfurdities in their theory and pracs 
tice of bleod-letting. Accordingly it appears 
that they were very fuperftitious in. their 
eleGtion of vefiels,» as they ® fuppofed that 
there was an attra&tion of the mals of blood 
towards the orifice in bloed-letting ; hence 
allotted to every part its particular vein, 
which they imagined muft communicate with 
it, and which it would have been the higheft 
: male 
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mal-practice not to have opened whenever it 
fhould be difeafed. When the head was af- 
fected, the upper or external vein of the arm, 
thence termed the cephalic, was to be opened ;: 
when the noble parts or vifeera were difeafed,. 
the internal, thence called the bafilic, was: 
chofen ; and if it fhould have appeared ne- 
eeflary to bleed for the relief of both toge- 
ther, the vena mediana, which they fupe 
pofed to communicate with each, was then 
the veflel that was fixed upon,.and fo on of 
the others. And this their practice feems to 
have given re to the noted doctrine of re- 
vulfion and derivation, which for fo many 
ages has prevailed amongft the practitioners 
of medicine, and laid the foundation for 
numerous and almoft endlefs difputes. As: 
our forefathers were ignorant ef the circu- 
lation of the blood, and had net the advan— 
tage from anatomy and natural philofophy as. 
are at prefent enjoyed, well might their 
theories and reafoning be abfurd and whim- 
fical; but it is matter ef furprize, that the 
effects of revulfive or derivative blood-lettings 
fhould not yet have been afcertained by our | 
modern phyficians, or the queftion decided, 
whether or no it is material from what vein 
er part of the body our evacuation fhould be 
made in different difeafes. It is foreignito: 
my purpofe to enter into the difpute, or take 
notice of the arguments in favour of revul- 
fion, derivation, or both, fince it feems: moft 

am probable: 
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probable that the effets which they attribute 
‘to their revulfive or derivative blood-lettings, - 
are entirely owing to the evacuation -alone, 
and upon that principle may be fatisfaCtorily 
explained, without regard to the part or vein 
itis made from ; as where there are real in- 
dications for the evacuation, it is not at all 
material from whence it may be made: on 
the contrary, if the veliels are neither too full, 
nor the circulation too much excited, from. 
what part foever.we may craw blood, we 
fhall rather do harm —_ co 


§. 17. Ls there’ any worunibinel: quantity of 
blood neceffary to be drawn off in particular 
difeafes? "Thes depends entirely upon the 
habit, firength and conftitution of body, 
and the urgency of the fymptoms ; a oteat. 
difeafe requires a great remedy. The pulfe 
and mitigation of the fymptoms will however 
generally prove fufficient, and our  beft 
‘guides ; when thefe are properly reduced 
and brought to due bounds, we may be 
pretty well affured that this remedy has been 
fufficiently infifted upon; fometimes a few 
ounces. may fuffice, at other times fome 
pounds may be required to anfwer a proper 
‘indication, though for the moft part it may. 
not be amifs to ftop rather fhort as to quantity, 
than too much to pretract the evacuation ; as 
we can eafily repeat the operation, and have 
it at any time in our power to ink the palfe, 
eH bon .  s owhen 
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when it will not. abwags: bie} in OUF power to, 
raife it again. | 


§. 18. Are frequent: blood-lettings without 
an apparent reafon neceffary for the prefervation® 
of health or prevention of difeafes? At is a- 
common practice with many to accuitom 
themfelves to bleed once or twice in a yeary, 
with.an intention of confirming their health: 
and preventing difeafes ;. but certainly they 
are often miftaken in.their views,. and more: 
frequently prejudice than benefit themfelves: 
thereby. By obfervation we. are taught that’ 
thofe who have been accuftomed to a lofs-of 
bleed, provided it be not fo profufe as too 
much to weaken the body, will the fooner be: 
again liable to an overfullnefs, though their 
habit of body will become confiderably more: 
refaxed. Women by the laws of nature: 
fuffer a monthly. evacuation. of blood, and. 
monthly are they again filled and difpefed for 
the difcharge. Men who have accuitomed: 
themfelves to repeated blood-lettings, about: 
the ufual time, will. labour under nearly the: 
fame complaints as women from obftru&ed: 
menfes, till at length their-natural robuftnefs: 
will degénerate into female delicacy.. Hence: 
as cuftom may. be compared to a tecond na- 
ture, they- will. be obliged to continue the: 
evacuation till they may confiderably weaken: 
and impair the conftitution, and render them-- 
felves obnoxious to many.and various difeafes,, 
However, if there fhould appear to. be rea}: 
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caufes for the evacuation, it muft be com- 

plied with, although it were certainly 
better not to repeat it upon every. trifling 
occafion. | 


§. 19. We have hitherto been examining 
the effects of blood-letting, the intentions of 
cure it can anfwer, and the difeafes it fhould 
be recommended in: it remains to ‘enquire 
into the il] confequenees that may fucceed to 
its injudicious ufe, and point out the cir- 
cumftances which forbid the evacuation. Andi 
thefe indeed are many, which in practice are 

_ ftrictly to be attended to, left by its indif& 
criminate ufe it fhould prove of more detri= 
ment than real fervice in the cure of difeafes, 


§. 20. From what has beer above obferved: 
as to-its effects, we fhall eafily judge under: 
what circumftances it can be prejudicial ; for 
as it can only act by attenuating the fluids 
‘and weakening the circulating powers, it will’ 
readily appear, that where the fluids arg al-. 
ready too thin, or the cireulation and #¢tion 
of the veflels too languid, blood-letting can- 
be of no advantage, but on the contrary may 
greatly hurt : a few hints then as to the im- 
propriety of the evacuation under particylar- 
circumftances may, it is prefumed, be of 
fervice to the young practitioner, to whon: 
opportunities of remarking the effects of dif- 
ferent remedies in different difeafes may not. 
frequently have occurred. . 


OF BLOOD-LETTING, xxxv 


§. 21. And firft, it may happen that even: 
in inflammatory difeafes, efpecially wher 
they have been of fome days continuance,. 
blood-letting may prove injurious; for if 
the pulfe, inftead of being full, high, and 
tenfe, fhould be low, weak, and foft, it 
will be expedient to excite rather than lower 
the vis vite; and cordials in this cafe will be 
the beft remedies to refolve the inflammation, 


The truth of this has been frequently re- 
marked in pleuritic, peripneumonic, and 
other inflammatory complaints, where the 
cooling methods have been too far infifted. 
on: the powers of nature andthe cireulation. 
_ being too-much weakened, the inflammatory 
caufe could not be duely concocted or criti- 
eally expelled the body ; fweat,expeCtoration, 
and the other falutary excretions have been 
checked ; convulfions, deliria, and the fymp- 
toins of the low nervous fever have come 
en; and without nature can: be properly 
faupported by the warm and generous medi- 
cines, fhe inevitably finks under the weighe 
of the difeafe. : 


§. 22. In fevers great caution and judg= 
ment are required to bleed with fafety; as 
innumerable patients have been deftroyed by 


an injudicious ufe of the evacuation. In - 


farge cities, and London in particular, the’ 
febrile difeafes will not in general require the 
lancet, as they moftly verge either upon the 

| | low 
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low nervous, or. the putrid’ kind; confe-— 


quently are to be attempted by cordials, and’ 
not by antiphlogiftics. - In the country,. 
where the inhabitants are- generally more ro= 


buft and plethoric, as.their fevers are for the” 
moft part of the inflammatory kind, evacu= — 


ations will become necefiary,. left the fymp= 
toms fhould run fo high as.to prove immedi- 


ately injurious to life; bucin truth, in Lon-— 


don we muft not be too free with the lancet, ° 


as great imconveniencies will enfue. It is 


to be feared, that the practice is in much’ 


more general ufe than of: general advantage.

a weakened circulation from too rigid a ftate- 


of the veilels, the ciiects:of. age; and as- 


thefe.are maladies that. are not to be remedied 
by: 
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by an evacuation of this kind, it is certainly 

unneceflary to exhauft the blood and ftrength 

of the patient in any cafe where we can pro- 

pofe fo little advantage ; and hence in. the 

pituitous apoplexy, andiits ufual confequence, 

the hemiplegia or palfy; as well as in the 

_ Jaundice, and all other difeafes from vifcidi- 
ties, we rsther hurt than benefit the patient 

by drawing away blood. Even in the perip- 

meumonia notha or humoral Afthma, pro- 

vided there fhould be no tendency to inflam- 

mation, or indeed in confumptive coughs, 

it is much to be doubted whether thofe ad- 

vantages are ta be reaped from blood-letting 

as have been generally imagined, at leaft my 

own obfervations have not convinced me of | 
it; for though I can readily grant that the 

re{piration has been eaficr and freer for fome 

hours after the operation, which indeed muft 

neceflarily follow from a depletion of the 

veficls in general, of confequence of the 

lungs likewife ; yet in a day or two the dy- 

pfnza will return with aggravated violence, 

frequently attended with {welled legs and 

other fymptoms, from an impoverifhed ftate 

of the fluids. Nor does it appear that fre- 

quent blood- lettings in a confirmed confump- 

tion are:of that fervice we fhould be induced 

to believe from fo great an authority as that 

of Dr. Mead ; as for the moft part they only

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§. 25. In the difeafes from a_putrefcent » 
acrimony er fpontaneous putrefaction of the 
humours, fuch as the fea-feurvy, and the 
like, an evacuation of blood will be. mani- 
feftly prejudicial, and can anfwer no gcod 
purpofe. ~ 


. 26. In fliort, in all cafes from a relaxed 
flate of the folids, a diffolved fate of blood, 
and a weak, languid circulation, blood 
letting muft be avoided, as encreafing all the 
fymptoms,, and ia to all the intentions 
of Cure,

HE difeafes from a Plethora have 
been fuppofed to owe their origin to 

a preternatural fullnefs and diftenfion of 
the fanguineous. veflels, fron: too great and 
increafed a quantity of the blood and juices 
in general; but, upon a more minute en- 
_quiry, it will perhaps appear more ee 
that the phenomena in plethoric cafes will 
‘depend upon a fuperabundance of the fibrous - 
craflamentum, or thicker parts of the blood, 
in proportion to the ferous or thinner: From 
an excefs in the quantity of the fbrous parts, 
the blood becoming too thick and denfe, 
can with difficulty be circulated through 
the fmaller and minute capillary veflels, or 
propelled from the extremities of the venal 
into the arterial fyftem, whence a diftenfion 
and dilatation of the arteries, an impediment 
B to 
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to the free, eafy, and ready circulation of the 
blood, an increafed refiftance to the force and 
action of the heart, ruptures of the veflels, 
(efpecially in thofe parts where they are moft 
fine and tender, as in the brain and lungs) 
obftructions, compreffions, perverted fecre- 
tions and excretions, haemorrhages, vertigos, 
apoplexies, and even death itfelf. 


The predifpofing caufes to a Plethora are a 
good conftitution and a found and ftrong ftate 
of the veffels and vifcera, more efpecially if 
a greater quantity of nutritious aliments 
fhould have been indulged in, than fuffice for 
the fupport and nourifhment of the body ; 
or‘if a natural, or an accuftomed artificial 
evacuation of blood fhould have been fup- 
prefled or neglected. | 


‘The curative intention will confift in deple- 
ting the veilels and attenuating the denfe rich 
blood ; and this can only be effected by co- 
pious blood-lettings ; lenient purgatives, the 
volatile and neutral falts, and plenty of warm 
diluting liquors may likewife be given to ad- 
vantages ; 


Of INFLAMMATION and INFLAm- 
MATORY AFFECTIONS in general. 


N the beginning of a febrile inflamma- 
tory difeafe, the pulfe is quickened, and 
' foon becomes full, tenfe, and hard beyond 
its natural ftate ; an evident indication of an 
increafed velocity of the blood’s motion, and 
of the vis vite being, enforced beyond its 
due bounds. 


This can only BeppeD from an irritation, 
more or lefs general, of the fibrillz of the 
veflels, and brought on Py fome caufe acting 
as a ftimulus. 

-. The caufes may be aptly divided into ex- 
ternal and internal. 


The external or mechanical caufes are va- 
rious, fuch as wounds, bruifes, a thorn or. 
_any foreign fubftance pufhed into and lodged 
in the flefh, and the like, | 


But as inflammatory difeafes oftentimes 
attack the animal machine, when not only 
no {uch external caufes appear, but alfo when 
no fuch particular fimilar caufes can be affign- 
ed, or even fuppofed to happen to the internal 
parts, we are therefore obliged to have re- 
courfe to a deeper refearch, ‘in order to ex- 

“ fe oer plore 
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plore a caufe both fufficiently general and 
adequate to fuch effects. — And this general 
caufe is perhaps no other than an obftructed 
perfpiration, or a ftoppage.of the cutaneous 
excretion by cold, which generally proves the 
occafional caufe of our internal inflammato- - 
ry, and other acute febrile complaints. 


Every Inflammation muft either be ter- 
minated by Refolution, Suppuration, or Gan-" ~ 
grene.— Of thefe, Refolution'is by much | 
the moft eligible and defireable event, and 
ought by all means to be promoted ; efpe- 
cially if it fhould happen in an internal part, 
or any of the vifcera. 


To procure this defireable . termination 
by’ Refolution, our firft attempt muft be, 
to reduce the febrile impetus to proper: 
bounds, and to remove, or at leaft to di- 
minifh, the caufe of the difeafe, and abate | 
' the increafed ofcillatory contractions of the 
veflels :- to effet which, blood-letting, efpe- 
_cidily in the beginning, is one of the moft 
powerful means, and muft be repeated ac- 
cording to the urgency of the fymptoms and 
violence of the fever. 


Afterwards, to promote the excretions, and 
. expel the caufe of the Inflammation, the re- 
guline preparations, will prove highly benefi-» 
cial, and claim the preference to all other 
medicines. — It will be beft to give them in 
ifuch 
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fuch dofes as will gently puke the patient, 
and repeat them at the diftance of twelve or 
fixteen hours, for once, twice, or at moft 
three times,

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_CONVULSIONS anp SPASMS. 


N involuntary or morbid contraction of 
any mufcle, or mufcular part, is called 
a convulfion, - 


This can only happen from an increafed 
and irregular determination of the nervous in- 
fluence into the mufcles of the affected parts ; 
which ts owing either to an irritation in the 
encephalon itfelf, or upon fome other part of 
the nervous fyftem; alfo to paffions of the 
mind ; to inanition, or an emptinefs of the 
vefllels from profufe evacuations; or to a 
weaknefs and laxity of the nervous and muf- 
cular fyftems. 


Spafmodic complaints are fometimes at- 
tended with pain, at others not. 


A fpafmodic is to be diftinguifhed from an 
inflammatory pain by an attention tothe pulfe, 
and the nature and effects of the pain itfelf : 
The pulfe in an inflammation is always 
quicker than natural, and generally full, hard 
and tenfe; the pain likewife is zquable, 
throbbing, and unremitting: but in a fpaf- 
modic ailection the pulfe is often a natural 
one, and the pain is mitigated at fhort in- 
tervals, and returns more violently by fits. 


In painful fpafms opiates claim the firft 
place,. and fhould be given in large and ire- 
quently repeated dofes.

WEAKENED and RELAXED SOLIDS. 


HE caufes of relaxed folids, or a 

weakened habit ot body, may be 
comprehended under five clafles, and will 
either depend upon, 

Firft, A defect in nutrition, either from 
iniproper food, or an infufficient. quantity 
thereof, or upon an inertia and weaknefs of 
the digeftive powers, 

Secondly, A languid ci:culation, or too — 
weak an application of the parts of one fibre 
to another, froma defect of mufcular mo- 
tion. 

Thirdly, Great and profufe difcharges, 
either by fpontaneous or accidental, or arti- 
ficial evacuations, and this either of the blood 
itfelf, or any of the excretions preternaturally 
encreated: 

Fourthly, Paffions of the mind, or too 
clofe an attention to any particular objet, 
e{pecially if joined with a fedentary inactive 
dite: Or, 

Fifthty, An over diftraction or diftenfion- 
of the fibres and folids of any part of the bo- 
dy, fo that they are not again able to recover 
theix tone, . 


The fymptoms from relaxed Solids are fuch 
as muft evidently refult from an impaired and 
d bilitated ftate and action of the feveral 
 o'gans and fun@tions of the body, From.a 
weak- 
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weakened ftate of the ftomach and prime 
vie, lofs of appetite,.indigeftion, flatulen- 
cies, and acidities: — From a debilitated 
action of the circulating powers of the heart 
and vafcular fyftem, a languid circulation, an. 
increafed fecretion, from the weakened or- 
gans, and an impeded abforption; whence 
palpitations of the heart, fhortnefs of breath,.. 
a general indolence and wearinefs, obftruc- 
tions, fluor albus, haemorrhages, a bloated 
countenance, and dropfical fwellings ; — 
and from a weakened ftate of the nervous 
fyftem, extreme lownefs and dejection of fpi-. 
rits, tremblings, {pafms, and the like. 


The cure may be comprized under five 
heads ; and may be attempted, 

Firft, By diet. 

Secondly, By exercife of body. 

‘Thirdly, By bracing and itrengthening 
medicines, the auftere and aftringent vegeta- 
bles and minerals, 

Fourthly, By topical applications, the 
cold bath, the proper application of banda- 
ges, and the like. : 

Fifthly, By leflening or removing the dif 
tracting or diftending caufe. 


A proper diet for debilitated and weakened 
people may be prepared from milk, eggs, 
decoctions of bread, jellies, -broths, and the 
like, 


The 
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The white and yolk of a new-laid egg, 
well beat together, may be diluted with half 
a pint of milk, feafoned- with fpice and 
fweetened with fugar to the tafte wd the pa- 
tient. 

Panada’s prepared from bread, bifcuit, or 
Dutch rufks, with fugar and Rhenifh wine, 
or lemon orvorange juice, are agreeable and 
ufeful.

dren alone are liable, from the fourt! 
month to about the fifth or fixth year of their 
age: Is owing to laxity ; and brought on by 
the caufes, which have been affigned as pro- 
ductive of relaxed folids-in general. 


May be diftinguifhed - a eeecal weak- 
nefs, a relaxed and bloazed countenance: a 
curvature of the bones, and an enlargement 
of ‘their extremities, 


The indications of cure will confift in 
ftrengthening the habit, and reftoring to their 
tone, or figure, the parts that may have been 
vitiated or “diftorted, 


As from the relaxed ftate of the prime 
vie, a quantity of pituitous humours are for 
the moft part lodged in the ftomach and in- 
teftines, a few grains of ipecacuanha, as an. 
emetic, may be adminiftered ; and now and 
then a gentle purge of rhubarb, with nut- 
meg, the elix. aloes, the tinct. facra, or 
fome other warm ftomachic purgative. —— 
But we are principally to depend upon the 
bracing ftrengthening regimen, chalybeates, 

the bark, the cold bath, and exercife of the 
_ body.—The chalybeate preparations, No. 1x. 
in proper dofes, according to the age of 

| the 
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the patient, will be extremely advifeable. — 
Or, the mars faccharatus of the Edinburgh 
Pharmacopeeia, which is an elegant and 
agreeable form of a chalybeate for children, 
may be given, from a drachm to two, three 
or four times every day. — The infufion of 
the bark, No. x1. with or without the > 
elixir of vitriol, will be ufeful; more par- 
ticularly, -if any feverifh heels, or hectical 
fymptoms, fhould forbid the ufe of fteel, till - 


their removal. 


The diftorted parts may be reftored again to 
their figure by mechanical inftruments of dif- 
ferent kinds, adapted to counteract the trac- 
tion of the mufcles.

The figns of Putridity are, in general, as 
follow. 


A pain and oppreffion in the ftomach, a 
‘bitter tafte in the mouth, or like that of rot-— 
_ ten eggs, a foetid breath, thirft, a naufea, 
and’ vomiting of a putrid bilious fordes, 
anda putrid diarrhea. Laffitude and weak- 
nefs, a difficult refpiration, a diffolved and 
broken crafis of the blood, petechiz or 
fpots upon the fkin, black and blue marks 
refembling bruifes, gangrenes, fungous and 
bleeding gums, ,and excretions of rotten 
blood from the ftomach, inteftines, and 
urinary paflages. 


_ For the remedy of a Putrefcent Acrimony, 
we fhould firft endeavour to come at and re- 
move 
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move the caufe. Thus, if too large a pro- 
portion of putrefcent diet fhould have con- 
curred to its production, aliments of an op- 
pofite quality will be, by all means, advif- 
able ; at leaft eitheracids or acefcents. The 
farinofa boiled in water or milk; the fum- 
mer tart fruits, and their acid juices, either 
crude or fermented; as wines, vinegar, and. 
the like. It will be expedient likewife to 
evacuate the putrid humours by the feveral 
emunctories of the body ; from the prime viz, 
by emetics and cathartics, and from the 
blood, by diuretics and fudorifics : At the 
fame time, we may correct the Putrefcency, 
by acid and antifeptic medicines, or thofe 
which are known to refift Putrefaction ; fuch 
are the vegetable and mineral acids, ee moft 
aftringents; the different fpecies of boles; 

but above all, perhaps, the Peruvian bark, 
In fhort, by acid and antifeptic medicines,

THE SEA SCURVY. 


\ HE Sea Scurvy is a difeafe, the doc- 
trine of which will be greatly illuftra- 

ted by that of Animal Putrefaction, as it_ 
devi depends upon a relaxed ftate of the 
folids, and a putrid diffolution of the fluids. 


The caufes in general may be referred ‘to 
improper aliment, moift air, and ‘obftructed 
perfpiration. 


May be diftinguifhed by the torpor and 
liftneiinefs to action, a fallow and bloated 
countenance, a general weaknefs, adificulty: 
of breathing, foetid breath, foft fpungy rot- 
ten and bleeding gums, Git and black and 
blue fpots upon the {kin, fwellings in the 
lees, and contractions of the tendons, faint 
ines, and often fudden death, ,: | 


‘The cure may-be divided in a twofold 
manner. 


The preventative cure, before the fcor- 
butic fymptoms have appeared to any -con~ 
fiderable degree ; and the actual cure, after 
the folids and fluids are affected by the fcor- 
butic taint, | 


For 
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For the prevention of this difeafe, a warms 

dry, pure air, with a diet of eafy digeftion, 
confifting chiefly of a due mixture of animal 
and vegetable fubftances, with the fummer 
tart fruits, and their acid juices, would,..for 
the mof part, prove fuficient. 


For the cure, our attempts fhould be di- 
rected :

OF FEVERS IN GENERAL. 


N every Fever,, the pulfe becomes quicker 
than natural, and the functions of the 
body more or lefs impaired or vitiated. 


The caufes of Fevers then will be fuch as, 
by their irritation, can quicken the circula~ 
tion, and excite {pafmodic contractions in the 


feveral parts of the body. And, 


Thefe we may diftinguifh in atwofold man- 
ner; into general, and particular. 


The general or epidemic caufes of Fevers 
are fuch as may affect a whole country, city, 
or family; and, for the moft part, depend 
upon fome putrefcent or infectious particles 
lodged in the air, or upon its manifeft quali- 
ties ; fuchas its heat or coldnefs, its moifture 
or drynefs, and the like, ) 


The particular caufes of Fevers, or fuch as 
will affect individuals only, we may refer to | 
three claffes. As, 


1. Toa purulent fomes within the body, 
from confined matter, the confequence of fup~ 
purations, 


C6 2, To 
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. To a putrefcent, acrimonious ftate of 


juices, from a putrid fomes of any kind. 
And, 


3. To obftructed perfpiration. | 2 


From the firft clafs, Fevers of the hectical 
and colliquative kinds, will derive their-ori- 
gin; from the. fecond, Fevers of the putrid 
or malignant kind; bat from the third clafs, 
er obftructed perfpiration, according to the 
habit of body and conftitution of the patient, 

either the acute inflammatory, the low. ner- 
vous, the rheumatic, or the intermittent 
Fever. 


‘The curative indications, in Fevers in ge- 
neral, may be reduced te three. 


The firft, to correc and expel the caufe, 
which, by its TFAFARION, had given rife to the 
Fever, 


The fecond wiil depend upon a proper ma- 
nagement and regulation of the powers of 
nature; that the febrile impetus fhou'd not 
prevail beyond due bounds, or toe i:auch 
flag, for the peony caction of the febrile 
matter. 


The third will confift in providing for the 
relief and mitigation of the moft urgent fymp=_ 
toms. 

Is 
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It has been a long received maxim in phy- 
fic, that if the caufe is removed the effects 
will ceafe. Our firt attempts then, in Fe- 
vers, fhould be direéted to correct or expel 
the caufe of the difeafe. Hence, if a puru-— 
lent or putrefcent fomes, inthe habit, fhould 
-have given rife te the fymptoms, they are to 
be removed or corrected by their particular 
antidotes: But, as the caufe, by far the moft 
frequent, depends upon obftrnéted perfpira- 
tion, it becomes a matter of moment, in the 
cure of Fevers, to reftore the exeretion, and 
expel the retained acrimonious humours, which 


had occzfioned the difeafe. 


For this purpofe, efpecially in the begin- 
ning of a febril eae a the pre parations 
of antimony (fee No. 1, page 5.) exceed 
any remedy we are as ve acquainted with 3 
and often tend to the {fpeedy removal of the 
difeafe. 


Whe fecond eifieaonty viz. that of regu- 
lating properly the febrile impetus, will be- 
come a matter of moment in the cure of Fe- 
vers ; asthe difeafe itfelf, rightly moderated, 
-and reftrained within preper bounds and limi- 
tations, is the beft remedy for the coction and 
expulfion of the morbific caufe ; for art can 
only avail in regulating properly the powers 
of life and the “circulation, that the febrile 
impetus may notfo much prevail, as, by the 
encreafed circulation, to prove fatal to the 

body ; 
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body ; or, on the contrary, that the powers 
of nature may not fo much languifh and flag, 
that there fhould be wanting the neceflary 
degree of Fever, for the proper coction and 
expulfion of the irritating fomes. To lower 
the impetus of a Fever, evacuations, and 
the remedies recommended pag. 5, 6, 7, will 

be advifeable. ‘To promote and encreafe it, 
the warm, cordial, flimulating, and heating 
medicines ; the aromatics of different kinds ; 
faffron, caftor, camphor, wine, and the like. 

See Nervous Fever. 


The fymptoms the moft frequent and trou- 
blefame in Fevers are as follow: 


In the beginning, a fenfe of coldnefs and 
fhivering fucceeded by heat; a naufea and 
vomiting ; thirft, anxiety, a "diarrhea, pete- 
chia, profufe fweatings, watchings, deli- 
» rium, comatofe affections, and convulfions. | 


Thefe, as being the effects of the Feverg as 
that is abated, will frequently ceafe ; but if 
they fhould require any particular cure, are to

or, asis fometimes the cafe, ‘in the putrid Fe- 
ver, upon an inteftine motion, or putrefcent 
fermentation in the blood and juices. 


As heat generally fucceeds the fhiverin 
and coldnefs, it is not often that the cold fit 
will require a particular cure. If any medi- 
cine fhould be neceflary, fome gently ftimu- 
lating cordial, fuch as a little warm wine, 
with fome fuitable aromatic, may be expe- 
dient. 


The heat is to be mitigated, by abating 
and removing its caufe: If from an encreafed 
circulation, by evacuations and antiphlogif- 
tics. pee ING, In It, lg Vo). Sy 65°7 di drom 
a putrid caufe, by antifeptic and gently dia- 
phoretic medicines ; fuch are the vegetable 
and mineral acids, the neutral falts, the bark, 
with proper cordials, and the like. 


A Nausea and VomIrTING, will be owing 
either to an acrimonious, putrid, bilious 
matter or fordes colleéted in the ftomach and 
primz viz, vellicating their coats, and irri- 
tating to excretion; or to flight convulfive 
motions, excited in the ftomach and neigh- 

bouring 
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bouring vifeera, by a determination of the _ 
febrile caufe to thefe parts. ——Is beft relieved 
by an emetic, either the antimonial powder, 
No, 1. or a few grains of ipecacuanha; after- 
wards Riverius’s antiemetic draught may be 
given to advantage.

A DIARRH#A, in Fevers, may be owing 
to various and different caufes; either to acri- - 
monious and putrid fordes colleéted inthe fto- 
mach and prime viz, which defcending into 
- the inteftines, irritate to excretion, and a dif- 
charge of their contents ; or, to a determi- 
nation into the inteftines of fome of the moft 
acrimonious or putrefcent particles of the 
fluids, which fhould pafs off by the other out 
lets, as the fkin or kidneys; or, again, it: 
may be fometimes critical; in which cafe, it 
will often prove falutary, and ought not to be 
fuddenly checked. — For the relief of this 
fymptom, an emetic of ipecacuanha will be 
advifeable ; and this, unlefs in cafe of extream 

weaknefs, 
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weaknefs, may be given at anytime, or in any 
{tage of the Fever.—The opiate, aftringent, 
and cordial diaphoretic remedies, to allay the 
irritation, and divert the fow of humours to 
the fkin, will be likewife necefiary ; and may 
be taken by the mouth, or, as is frequently 
found more efficacious, injected by the anus 
glyfterveHfe.

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The PeTecHia, or EXANTHEMATA, 
which fo frequently break cut upon the fkin, 
in febrile difeafes, may be either critical or _ 
fymptomatical, In the fmall-pox and other 
eruptive maladies, the Fever is frequently cri- 
tically terminated by the eruption; but in 
‘many other cafes, as in the malignant Fever 
and the like, they appear as fymptoms only, 
and neither leffen or encreafe the difeafe. 


For the remedy of Petechiz in general, it 
will rarely happen, that any particular regi= 
men or method will be required diftin& from 
the Fever itfelf ; as the whole that will be re- 
quired is properly to moderate the febrile im- 
petus, and as the Fever abates the Petechiz 
will gradually difappear. 


PROFUSE SWEATINGS may be either cri- 
tical or fymptomatical. If notcritical, they 
often prove very injurious, by weakening the 
patient, and depriving the blood of its thinner 
and more aqueous parts. 


A sYMPTOMATICAL Sweating may ac- 
knowledge a twofold caufe; and depends 
either upon too encreafed and rapid a circula~ 
tion, or upon too relaxed a ftate of the folids, 
and a thinnefs and a diffolution of the fluids, 
Hence, at the latter end of a Fever, in a 
weakened habit, colliquative Sweats will 
frequently come on, which tend greatly

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to fink the patient, and impede his reco-< 
very. 


If an encreafed circulation, in the be- 
ginning of a Fever, fhould have given rife 
to this fymptom, blood-lettings and anti- 
phlogiftics have proved the beft remedies to 
reftrain the excretion ; but in the colliqua-.

of alow Fever, the tonic and bracing medi- 
cines are the only ones to be depended, upon,

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A Coma, or conftant drowfinefs and in- 
clination to fleep, may be occafioned © by 
every caufe, which can comprefs the brain, 
and prevent the nerves from properly exert- 
ing their influence in the production of the 
animal actions; fuch asa fizey infpiflation of 
the blood, obftructing or flagnating in the 
‘brain or its meninges; an extravafated fluid, 
a purulent matter, or pituitous lentor, col- 
lected in the cavities, fubftance, or coverings 
of the brain; alfo a fpafmodic ftricture of the 
dura and pia mater, and their appendages, 
impeding the free circulation of the fluids 
through the vefiels in the encephalon. 


For the relief of comatofe affeCtions, we 
may in general obferve, that the volatile, 
ftimulating, cephalic medicines, with blifters 
and finapifms will moft avail. . 


Under fome circumftances, emetics and 
purgatives may be ufeful, 


A DELrRIuM, in Fevers, may be owing 
to an unequal or interrupted circulation 
through the brain and its meninges, and an 
irregular diftribution of the nervous influ- 
ence. This effect, in the different fpecies 
of Fevers, will arife from different caufes ; 
as, in the acute Fever, it will depend upon 
an inflammatory irritation ; and, in the low 
nervous Fever, upon f{pafmodic affections in 
the encephalon, principally perhaps the co- 

verings 
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verings of the brain; or again, a Delirium 
fometimes arifes from an affection of the 
ftomach and fordes collected there; fome- 
times alfo from weaknefs. 


A DELIRIUM is to be removed, by abating 
the caufe. If from infammation, or too in- 
creafed an impetus of the circulation, by. 
blood-lettings and the antiphlogiftic regimen, 
If from fpafms and too languid a circulation, 
which indeed is the moft frequent caufe, it 
will be expedient to keep up the circulation, 
and. refolve the fpafms, by the cordial, ce- 
phalic, and antifpafmodic remedies; mufk, 
caftor, «camphor, faffron, aflafoetida, and 
the like; but, above all, by finapifms and 
blifters.

Sometimes, where a Delirium is unattend- 
ed witha itupor, opiates may be of ule; and 
when an-affection of the ftomach fhould have .

Convutsions, and ‘Twitchings of the 
Tendons, the almoft conftant attendants in 
the laft flage of the Fever, will depend upon 
fome irritation, or injury done to the brain or 
its coverings, from preceding inflammations, 
fuppurations, and the like; elfo wpon extreme 
weaknefs from inanition. “The eaufes of De- 
liria and Pervigilia may ltkewdfe prove the oc- 
cafion. of Convulfions, which indeed genc- 
rally attend or fueceed to thefe fymptoms, 

when violent or of long duration, For the 
.yelief of convulfive affections; fee No. vit. 
pag. 10, 11. Mufk, caftor, affafcetida, and 
the like ; with the’ warm cordial ftimulants, 
will bid the faireft to anfwet the intention.

analagous to thofe which have been recited as 
productive of inflammation, pages 3, 4.5; as 
there feems to be no-other difference between 
the partial and general Fever, than thatinthe © 
one, a particular organ is more immediately 
affected; in the-other, the difeafe is general 
throughout the-habit; and in each, cold, or 
obftructed: perfpiration, i is almoft the only. oc= 
cafional caufe.

It will be requifite to lower the circulating 
powers, and to moderate properly the febrile 
impetus : This is to be effected by evacuations 
and antiphlogiftics. “Phe antimonial powder, 
No. 1. will much avail at the firft attack of 
the difeafe. The cooling diaphoretics and 
neutral falts, with plenty of diluting drinks, 
to promote a gentle diaphorefis, will be ad- 
vifeable; and about the eighth or ninth day a 
falutary crifis will moft frequently happen, by — 
_ ¥weat, turbid urine, and loofe ftools. 


If, at the latter end of the difeafe, the pulfe . 
fhould flag, the antiphlogiftic medicines muft 
be difcontinued, and the cordial regimen fub- 
ftituted. 


If an intermiffion fhould happen, or even 
a remiffion, with gentle fweats, and a turbid 
urine, the bark fhould be thrown in as_ our 
fheet anchor.

A Difeafe, diametrically oppofite to the

\ acute inflammatory, is the low nervous 

ver ; which happens from profufe evacua- 
tions, and to thofe of relaxed folids and dif- 
folved watery fluids ; the pulfe, though quick, 
is here weak and oie: the heat of body but 
little beyond the natural, and the fymptoms 
in general of the eS kind and inde- 
pendent of inflammation, 


In the one, it becomes neceflary to lower 
the impetus of the circulation, by evacuations 
and antiphlogiftics; in the orher,.. the warm, 
cordial, ftimulating medicines are by all means 

< aderabten +t to excite the vis vitz, and pro- 
mote fuch a degree of Fever, as may fuffice 
for the expulfion and concoétion of the febrile 
fomes. 


Evacuations of blood, and by ftool, can 
then be of no fervice in che cure of a lowe Fes 
ver. A gentle vomit, in the beginning ry and 
a breathing fweat, throughout its Sidi 
will be sical. 


A warm, light, nourifhing diet, and plenty 
of generous wine will be: expedient ; with 
blifters and finapifms for the relief of the 
fymptoms.

ufed. If this fhould be the cafe, bleeding, 
with a gentle, cooling purge, will foon re~ 
duce it to. its former type ; and here it may be 
neceflary to give the bark in the common fa- 
line draught, No. 11. or to join nitre with it 
during the whole cure. 


On the contrary, fometimes our inter- 
mittent will verge greatly upon the low or 
nervous Fever; in which cafe, it will be ex- 
pedient to join the cordial aromatics ; fuch 
as fnake-root, contrayerva, myrrh, camphor, 
and the like, with the bark. And, if the 
folids fhould be greatly relaxed, warm cha- 
lybeates may likewife become highly ad- 
vifeable. — Twelve drachms of bark gene- 
rally fuffice to put by the fit; afterwards ten 
or twelve dofes more fhould be taken to pre- 
vent a return. 


_ A variety of different medicines have been 
found to fucceed in the cure of intermittents ; 
though the preference has been given to the. 
bark. ‘The vitriolum cceruleum, or Roman 
vitriol, will often fucceed extremely well, 
It may be given from a grain to two du- 
ring the intermiffion, and repeated two, 
: three or. four times in twenty-four noes.

4 he caufes of a putrid, malignant, 


jail, or hofpital Fever, are fuch as 
can affect the, blood and juices with a pu- 
trid or ,putrefcent, acrimony. Hence the 
caufes which have been affigned,, Pages 30, 
31, as productive of fuch a flate of the 
fluids, may predifpofe to a difeafe of this kind ; 
Improper food; 4 moift aiid warm air, exha- 
lations froni corrupting anima] and vegetable 
fubftantes; or infectious mafmata from dif 
eafed bodies, and the like. 


The fymptoms in a putrid malignant Fever 
ate many of them fimilar to thofe in the low 
nervous Fever; hence the two have by many 
been confounded as the fame difeafe: but we 
may readily diftihguifh the one from the 
other by the figns of pttrefaction, which 
always appear in the one but are wanting in 
the other. ‘The putrid Fever then may be 
known by the fudden proftration of ftrength, 
foetid breath, extreme thirft, quick and weak 
pulfe, apthth or a gangrenous ftate of the 
fauces, petethize of a dun; purple, or livid 
colour, vibices or black and blue marks re- 
fembling bruifes, an efflorefcencé upon the 
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fkin refembling the meafles, and a putrid di- 
arrhza with horribly offenfive ftools. _ 


The cordial and antifeptic medicines have 
been found to fucceed beft in the cure; but, 
above all, the Peruvian bark, with the warm 
alexipharmics. 


The following preparation has been re- 
commended by Dr. Pringle as very efficaci-

THE SMALL-POX. 


N ‘the Small-pox we may remark’ three 
different ftages ; viz. the firft, or ftage of 
eruption ; the fecond, or ftage of fuppura- 
tion; and the third, theftage of exficcation, 
or drying away of the puftules, 


In the firft ftage, the fymptoms are entirely 
analagous to thofe ina common fever; and 
are to be treated in a fimilar manner. Hence, 
if it fhould have the appearance of an inflam- 
matory fever, it is to betreated by evacua- 
tions and antiphlogiftics. Vide Pages 2, 3, 
4. If of the low, ‘nervous fever, then with 
itimulants and cordials. Vide Pages 47, 48, 
GIS Wes ED: . 


"The whole fecret then will confiftin a due 
management of the vis vite and powers of na-= 
ture; and after a ‘few days the petechi will 
appear, and ‘critically folve the firft fever. 


‘Sometimes a fever of the malignant kind 
will aceomipany ‘the Small-pox, with.purple 
petechi@, heeniorrhages, bloody ‘urine, and 
the like. In this cafe, the aftringent and:cor- 
dial antifeptic regimen will be neceflary; the 
bark, allum, and mineral aaES.

The indications, in the fecond ftage, con- 
fift in bringing forwards the puftules to matu- 
ration, and quieting and compofing to reft 
the patient. The firft can only be effected by 
_ the powers of nature duely moderated ; and, 
to compofe the patient, the opiate and narco- 
tic medicines, given in full dofes, will be ad- 
vifeable. If the circulating powers fhould 
be too much excited, antiphlogiftics will be 
requifite; butif the powers of nature fhould 
_ flag, the warm cordial ftimulants will be ne« 
ceflary. A decoétion of the bark, with {nake- 
root or cordial confection, faffron, camphor, 
blifters, and the like. 


Opiates, in. full dofes, fhould be given | 
either every night, or both morning and 
evening, 
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evening, according to the violence of the dif- 
cafe, and reftlefInefs of the patient. 


In the third ftage, the worft and moft dan- 
gerous fymptoms come on, from an abforp~ 
tion of the purulent matter into the habit; 
whence peripneumonies, phrenzies, and a va- 
riety of other bad fymptoms. The grand 
bufinefs is now to expel the purulent fomes 
fromthe body; for which purpofe, the diffe- 
rent emunctories are to be fet open, and the 
feveral excretions promoted. Gentle purga- 
tives will much avail, and become by all 
means neceflary. Diuretics, fuch as nitre 
and falt of amber, will be of fervice. Expec- 
torants, as lac ammoniacum, with the oxymel, 
or fyrup of fquills, in full dofes; nay, an 
emetic of the oxymel, of ipecacuan, or emetic 
tartar, will frequently be expedient. 


The bliftering pafte fhould be applied to ~ 
the back and extremities ; and bleeding, if 
the pulfe will bear it, may be ufeful, to pal- 

liate the fymptoms. 


As the patient recovers, three or four dofes 
of gentle phyfick, No. 1v. may be necefla- 
ry, to expel from the body the morbid re- 
licks, ‘

HE Meafles fequire a treatment oreatly 

analagous to the {mall-pox,-— ‘The 
eruption is to be promotéd in the fame man- 
ner, by due management of the febrile im- 
petus, 


The moft dangerous fymptom is a perip- 
neumony, or inflammation of the lungs, 
which frequently fupervenes. — Blood-letting 
becomes in this cafe a fovereign remedy ; 
and may be boldly repeated, according to the 
ftrenoth of the pulfe, and urgency of the 
fymptoms — The antimonial powder (No. 1.) 
is eminently ferviceable, and gentle cathartics 
and blifters, after bleeding, may be like- 
wife expedient ; under fome circumftances, 
an emetic ; ite to mitigate the cough, an

PHRENSY, or Inflammation of the 


brain, or its coverings, may be either 
idiopathic or fymptomatic: Idiopathic, when 
the encephalon is primarily affected ; fympto- 
matic, when the fuppurated matter, the con- 
fequence of the inflammation, fhould have 
fallen upon fome other part of the body, and 
afterwards, bya metattafis, fhould have been 
tranflated to the head. 


It may be known by a delirium and raving, 
attended with an acute continual fever, by 
which it may be diftinguifhed from a mania, 
which is a chronic difeafe and without a fever.

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Tf a Palfy fhould have fucceeded an apo- 
plexy, the remedies recommended for the 
relief of apoplectic fymptoms will be advife- 
able ; principally the warm, nervous, {ti- 
mulating medicines, with blifters and fina- 
pifmis.

An hereditary, or connate Epilepfy, admits 
“ of no-cure. 


An idiopathic Epilepfy, which for the moft 
part is owing to terror, or fudden fright, or 
fome other violent affection of the mind, may 
be fometimes, though with difficulty, cured. 


A fympathic Epilepfy may for the moft part 
be foon and eafily remedied by removing the 
difeafe which had occafioned it. 


In epileptic cafes in general, the intentions 
of cure are threefold. 


Te avert or prevent an impending pa- 
roxy{m. 
Lo remove or fhorten it when prefent. 
“And, to guard againft a future attack. 


In plethoric habits, evacuations and anti- | 
fpafmodics, particularly mufk, nitre, and 
opium, may be neceflary to ward off the fit;

— This 
again will depend upon an obftrudétion or 
compreffion of the nerve from a tumour, 
exoftofis, or the like ; or from a rheumatic 
affection in its coats; or perhaps fometimes 
froma relaxation. - 


An incipient Amaurofis may be often re~ 
lieved ; a confirmed one fearcely admits of a 
remedy. Blood-letting and gentle purges, if 
there fhould be any fymptoms of fullnefs or 
inflammation, may be advifeable; and blifters 
may be applied tothe head, or as near as pot.

DISEASES or rue THORAX. 3 


OF THE 
TRUE PERIPNEUMONY. 


N inflammation of the lungs is called a 
Peripneumony ; though the word itfelf 
may fignify any affection of the lungs. 


May be judged of from the cough, and heat: 
and irritation in thelungs; a fighing fobbing 
refpiration, and anxiety ; a great proftration of 
firength ; and a fever and its fymptoms. 


It frequently happens that an inflammation 
_ of this kind fhall extend itfelf to the pleura 

‘likewife ; and then the difeafe is calleda Pleu- 
ro Peripneumeny, as being a compound of | 
Pleurify- and Peripneumony, and attended 
both with pain and anxiety. 


The true Peripneumony, as all other in- 
flammations, is terminated in a threefold man- 
ner, by refolution, fuppuration, or gangrene, 


Torefolve the inflammation, blood-letting, 
efpecially in the beginning of the difeafe, be- 
comes almoft unexceptionably ufeful, and 
fhould be repeated according to the urgency 
of the fymptoms and ftrength of the patient. 
Wetfhould however obferve that peripneumo- 

nic 
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nic affeCtions will not in general require fo 
great a lofs of blood as fome other inflamma- 
_ tory difeafes.. Hence a great deal of care and 
caution is requifite ; and indeed, if the pulfe 
is not moderately full and ftrong, we fhould be 
cautious how we exhauit the vital fluid. 


Glyfters or lenient purgatives to keep open 
the belly, will in moft cafes be neceflary. ~ 
But the excretion to which the greateft atten- 
tion fhould be paid, is that by expectoration ; 
which, if copious, well concocted, and of a 
- yellow colour, efpecially if ftreaked with 
blood, is a moft falutary fign.—If at the fame 
time a fweat fhould break out, and the urine 
let fall a copious fediment, we may with a 
good deal of certainty pronounce a recovery. 


Under thefe circumftances we fhould be cau- 
tious how we weaken the powers of nature, 
by bleeding er purging, left we fhould retard 
the crifis, and impede the operations of na- 
ture in her falutary work. — The following 
_ draught will be univerfally ufeful.

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If the fymptoms of inflammation fhould 
too much prevail, fifteen grains or 5j. of 
nitre may be added to the above draught ; on 
the contrary, if the expectoration fhould be

~ omitted, and 5j. ad 3 (3 or 3). of confectio 
cardiaca, or fome other ftimulating cordial 
muit be fubftituted for it. 


Blifters to the fides or back, particularly 
the pained part, will be greatly beneficial. 


The fteams of warm water may likewife be 
drawn into the lungs, and emollient fomenta- 
tions applied to the thorax.—The ether has 
likewife been applied to the pained part with 
advantage. 


Jf the inflammation fhould fuppurate, 2 
vomica pulmonum will enfue, which is moft 
frequently fucceeded by a pulmonary con~ 
fumption. 


Sometimes, after the inflammation is aba- 
ted, the lungs having been weakened by the 
difeafe, and the whole habit in general relax- 
ed by the medicines and evacuations, a Perip- 
neumonia Notha will fucceed to the True 
Peripneumony; in which cafe, the remedies 
to be recommended under that article will 
become by all means advifeable,

Bt HE Peripneumonia Notha, the Baftard 

Peripneumony, or Humoral Afthma, 

is a difeafe of a very different and oppofite 
nature to thetrue, 


_ Has its origin from a weakened and relaxed 

ftate of the veffels of the lungs, anda pitui- 
tous lentor, or glutinous difpofition of the 
fluids ftagnating in, and obftructing the vef- 
fels and glandular follicules ; and hence the 
caufes, which have been ‘before affigned as 
productive of too vifcid a ftate of the fluids, 
will likewife prove the antecedents to this 
difeafe, efpecially if the cutaneous perfpira- 
tion fhould be fuppreffed either by the winter’s 
cold, or any other occafional caufe. 


The indications of cure will confift'in atte- 
nuating and expelling the pituitous colluvies, © 
and itrengthening the habit in general, and 
- lungs in particular, to prevent a relapfe. 


| To anfwer thefe intentions, the remedies 
~ recommended for the cure of a fpontaneous 
gluten, or a pituitous lentor in the vefiels and 
vifcera, will be moft advifeable, fee Pages 28, 
29, Asthe caufes of a Peripneumonia Notha 
are analagous to thofe which have veen recited 
as giving rife to a glutinous vifcidity, and the 
cure-of confequence the fame.

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In an Hemoptce, in cafe of a plethora, 
blood-letting may be proper ; but if the pulfe 
fhould be quick and weak, it muft be omitted..

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If the matter fhould be difcharged into 
the cavity of the thorax, it is to be treated 
as an empyema; but if the vomica fhould 
burft, and di fcharge itfelf into the trachea,, 
its contents will be expelled by the mouth. 
In this cafe, medicines of the detergent and 
balfamic kind may be ufeful, to promote the 
expectoration, and bring on a difpofition to: 
heal ; afterwards the bark; and a milk, or 
other light diet, with eeecene on Roebackj 
and the country air, will bid the faireft to 
complete the cure. 


A {crofulous affeftion im the lungs will 
require a treatment analogous to that which 
is recommended in difeafes of this kind in 
general.

eafily digefted, nutritious, sitwuuers 
dict, as milk, whey, and the like, with a 
pure, dry air, will promife the faireft. 


The feveral fymptoms are to be palliated by 
di ferent methods: the cough is beft relieved 
by opiates, which, in confumptive cafes, it 
is oiten neceflary to prefcribe very freely ; 
by quieting the irritation and cough, he 
will prevent. the lungs. from being ftrained, 
and. the ulcer from a farther diftraction, 

In cafe of a forenefs in the cheft or ftomach, _ 
emulfions with foerma ceti, or oil of almonds, © 
may be, ufeful otherwife, as they relax the 
ftomach and pail the appetite, the oily medi-_ 
cines wall, be rather prejudicial, 
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The hectical febrile paroxyfms will not be 


removed fo long as the purulent fomes conti- 
nues to be abforbed intothe circulation. The > 
bark, either in fubftance or decoction, bids 
the faireft of any other medicines to relieve ; 
and may be taken freely between the fits. —~ 
The Briftol waters have been recommended, 
and the vegetable and mineral acids, as anti- 
_ feptics and coolers, will be agreeable and 
ufeful. 


The night fweats are to be attempted by 
medicines of the bracing and aftringent kinds: 
Such are the bark, with elixir of vitriol, alum, 
the blue vitriol in very fall dofes, the tefta~ 
cea, the tinctura faturnia, and the like. 


The diarrhea, which happens in the laft 
{tage of a Confumption, is rarely to be reme- 
died: For, asit depends upon a determina- 
tion of the purulent fomes to the inteftines ; 
without that, as the caufe, could be cut off, 
the effect will fcarcely ceafe, — We may ob- 
ferve, that the hectical heats and colliquative 
fweats are forthe moft part abated by the pur- 
ging ; and when this is checked, the others. 
will return with redoubled violence. Hence, 
if we attempt to ftop the purging, we fhall 
encreafe the hectical fymptoms ; on the other 
hand, if the purging fhould continue, it will 
greatly weaken and exhauft the patient, and 
haften him to his end.—To abate however of 
its violence, medicines of the cpiate, incrafla- 

ting,, 
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ting, and aftringent kinds will be requifite : 
Such are the pulv. efuccin, comp. pulv. e tra- 
gacanth. pulv. e bolo comp. cum opio ; de- 
coctions and extract of log-wood ; the teliacea, 
the Nevelholt, and Ti iIbury waters, and the 
like.—But as it is hardly to be ftopped with- 
out being fucceeded by the worft fymptoms, 
we may efteem it for the moft part the fore- 
runner of a diffolu@on, 


A heétical fever, from any other caufe 
than ulcerated lungs, will require nearly the 
fame treatment. — The great indication of 
cure will confift in procuring a free difcharge 
for the confined matter. The fymptoms 
may be palliated as above mentioned. The — 
bark in particular will of all other medicines 
the moft avail. .

WANT of Appetite may proceed 
either from fault in the ftomach, or 


in the humours feparated and ee in 
it. : 


A relaxed ftate of the ftomach, and an 
original or acquired weak texture of its fibres, 
is often the caufe of a Depraved’ Appetite, 
and an impeded expulfion of the aliments 

into the inteftines, oie 


In- thefe cafes phlegm generally abounds ; 
which blunts the irritation, which produces 
hunger. Acidities will be generated, with 
cardialgize, nauleas; flatulencies, ani the 
like. 


- The humours contained or feparated in 
the ftomach deprave the appetite .when 
either from an opprefling vifcidity, or pun-. 
gent acrimony, they aiford a_ difagreeable 
or painful fenfation : Thus, glutinous pitu- 
itous humours, loading the ftomach, ad- 

hering 
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hering to its fides, or fuCtuating in its ca- 
vity ; or putrid and bilious humours, lodg~ 
ing in the prime viz, will leflen the appetite, 
and diminifh the defire for food. 


Another particular fpecies of a Depraved 
Appetite, and want of digeftion, will arife 
from a continual ufe of f{pirituous liquors 3 
which will at leneth give a rigid contraction 
and acallous infenkbil ity to the coats of the 
ftomach; whenee innumerable and often irre- 
mediable coniplaints. 


When a want of appetite is owing to a 
relaxation of the ftomach,. fuch medicines are 
required, which, by their aftiingency, may 
gradually brace itup, and, by their warmth, 
encreafe the contration of its mufcular 
coats.— But as in general the prime via 
are loaded with a pituitous colluvies, it will 
be expedient firft to cleanfe and deterge the 
ftomach by emetics, and the gentle ftomach 
purge’s.
